Unemployment Claims Drop 



The auto industry’s recovery has helped the economy by adding workers to keep up 
with vehicle demand, but economists expect the good news will be short-lived. 


But, economist says, 
take the good news 
‘with a grain of salt’ 

Washington 

The number of people seeking U.S. 
unemployment benefits plunged 
last week. But a big reason is that 
automakers have skipped some of 
their usual summer shutdowns 
to keep up with demand, causing 
fewer temporary auto layoffs. 

Economists expect the num- 
ber of Americans seeking unem- 
ployment aid to go back up in com- 
ing weeks. 

The auto industry’s recovery 
has helped support the struggling 
U.S. economy. U.S. auto sales in 
the first half of the year jumped 
15 percent over the same period 
a year ago. Sales of new vehicles 
surged in June. Automakers also 
began Independence Day promo- 
tions early, lifting sales at the end 
of the month. 

The Labor Department adjusts 
the number of applications for 
unemployment aid to account for 
seasonal factors. But it didn’t antic-

ipate fewer temporary shutdowns 
of auto plants this summer — and 
fewer auto layoffs.

And that may largely explain 
why applications for unemployment 
aid tumbled 26,000 last week to a 
seasonally adjusted 350,000 — the 
fewest since March 2008.

Ripple Effects 

The auto industry is enjoying a 
rebound. From January through 
June, U.S. auto sales ran at an an- 
nual rate of 14.3 million, far better 
than last year’s 12.8 million. Much of 
the increase comes from pent-up de- 
mand. The average age of a vehicle 
on U.S. roads is nearing 11 years. Many 
are wearing out and need to be re- 
placed.

Obama campaign

Documents filed by Mitt Romney’s 
former company conflict with the 
Republican presidential candidate’s 
statements about when he gave up 
control of the private equity firm 
Bain Capital. President Obama’s 
campaign seized on the discrep- 
ancies Thursday to charge that 
Romney was lying about his back- 
ground. 

Romney, in turn, said Obama 
was the one being dishonest, roll- 
ing out a hard-hitting television ad 
that accused the president of launch- 
ing “misleading, unfair and untrue” 
attacks about the Republican’s role 
in outsourcing U.S. jobs. 

Documents, filed with the U.S. 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 


sion, place Romney in charge of 
Bain from 1999 to 2001, a period 
in which the company outsourced 
jobs and ran companies that fell 
into bankruptcy. 

But at least three times since 
then, Bain listed Romney as the 
company’s “controlling person,” 
as well as its “sole shareholder, sole 
director, chief executive officer and 
president.” 

Campaign spokeswoman Andrea 
Saul insisted Romney left Bain in 
February 1999 and “had no input 


on investments or management of 
companies after that point.” 

Romney helped found Bain Cap- 
ital in 1984. The private equity firm 
invested in various companies, often 
restructuring their management 
and operations. Some became suc- 
cess stories that hired new workers 
and enriched Bain’s investors. Oth- 
ers struggled or went out of busi- 
ness. Romney made millions and 
cites Bain as proof that he under- 
stands private enterprise and job

versity officials for failing “to pro- 
tect against a child sexual pred- 
ator harming children for over a 
decade,” calling the officials’ behav- 
ior “callous and shocking.” 

In a statement, Paterno’s fam- 
ily strongly denied he protected 
Sandusky for fear of bad publicity. 
“The idea that any sane, respon- 
sible adult would knowingly cover 
up for a child predator is impossi- 
ble to accept. The far more realis- 
tic conclusion is that many people 
didn’t fully understand what was 
happening and underestimated or 
misinterpreted events,” the family 
said. “Sandusky was a great deceiv- 
er. He fooled everyone.”

scandals in the history of college 
sports could further stain Pater- 
no’s reputation. The revered coach 
who emphasized integrity both on 
and off the field died of lung can- 
cer in January at age 85, months 
after he was fired. 

The 267-page report could have 
consequences for the case against 
Penn State athletic director Tim 
Curley and retired Vice President 
Gary Schultz, who are awaiting 
trial. Sandusky is awaiting sen- 
tencing after being convicted last 
month of sexually abusing 10 boys 
over 15 years. 

The report chronicled a culture 
of silence that extended from the 
president down to the janitors in 
the football building. Even before 
1998, football staff members and 
coaches regularly saw Sandusky 
showering with boys but never told 
their superiors about it. In 2000, 
after a janitor saw Sandusky per- 
forming oral sex on a boy in the 
team shower, he told his co-work- 
ers. None of them went to police. 

The investigation focused largely 
on the decision not to go to authori- 
ties in 2001 after a graduate coach- 
ing assistant told Paterno that he 
had seen Sandusky sexually abusing 
a boy. Paterno and the others gave 
various explanations, saying that 
they misunderstood the allegations, 
that they did the best they could and 
that this was the “humane” way to 
handle the matter. 

The report spread the blame, 
saying the trustees were at fault as 
well. Karen Peetz, chairwoman of 
the trustees, said the board “accepts 
full responsibility” for its failures. 
Paterno’s “61 years of excellent ser- 
vice” is marred by the scandal, she

Hey, Not So Fast 

I’m not one of those people who kvetches 
about how much better the subway is in 
New York. (Shut up or move there.) But I 
might start complaining about how much 
better it could be to get to New York. 


The World Congress on High 
Speed Rail is meeting in Philly 
this week, and as a preview, 
transportation experts from around 
the world convened on Capitol Hill 
on Tuesday. Ostensibly, they were 
there to explain what trains are like 
in their countries. My theory is they 
actually wanted to make us cry. 

Satoshi Seino, CEO of 
East Japan Railway Co., said its 
“bullet train” network — which has 
been in operation since 1964 — has 
headways of about four minutes. 
To put that in perspective, I 
had waited earlier that day for 


seven minutes for a Metro train (and 
I thought t/iat was pretty good). 

Next waltzed up Guillaume 
Pepy, president of the French 
national rail authority, to say that 
his country has double-decker cars 
that can accommodate more than 
1,000 passengers and travel at 200 
mph. Oh, and the overall mission 
isn’t just to get people from one rail 
station to another, but to provide 
local, regional and intercity transit 
that’s a viable alternative to the 
automobile. 

By the time the rest of the 
international parade stepped away 


from the podium, I was too depressed 
to go back to Union Station. 

On Monday, Amtrak released 
an update to its “Vision for the 
Northeast Corridor,” which is 
essentially to put in legit high- 
speed rail. So, when will riders see 
this vision realized? 2040. And 
that’s assuming everything goes 
according to plan 
and the project gets 
funding. I wouldn’t 
count on either. 

At Tuesday’s 
gathering in D.C., 
American Public 
Transportation 
Association president 
Michael Melaniphy proudly noted 
the results of a survey conducted in 
May. A majority of the Americans 
polled said they’d be likely to use

high-speed trains, and that number 
shoots up to three quarters of 
millennials. But we’ll all become 
members of AARP before ever 
getting to take that promised 
94-minute trip between D.C. and 
New York. 

And while it’s nice that an L.A.- 
San Francisco route won approval 
last week, with a target date of 
2028, I wouldn’t pin your HSR 
dreams on that yet. 

At least the visitors at 
Tuesday’s event seem to be more 
optimistic about these proposals 
than I am. The International 
Union of Railways’ Jean-Pierre 
Loubinoux ended things on a 
hopeful note: “Where there’s a vHll, 
there’s a railway.”

District of Columbia Mayor Vin- 
cent Gray’s 2010 campaign rou- 
tinely paid day laborers $100 in 
cash — twice the legal limit — 
to tout Gray outside polling plac- 
es, and the payments were later 
referred to on campaign finance 
reports as “consulting fees” paid 
to campaign staff members and 
volunteers, according to a review 
by the Associated Press. 

While paying people to work 
the polls is a widespread and legal 
practice in the district, such work- 
ers are required to be paid by check 
if they receive more than $50 under 
a law intended to ensure transpar- 
ency. But three people who worked 
on the Gray campaign told the AP 
they paid day laborers up to $100 
in cash to hold signs and distribute 
literature outside polling places. 

The workers said they provided 
the campaign’s finance team with

receipts documenting how they 
spent the campaign funds they 
received, along with the names and 
addresses of the day laborers. But 
such spending is not detailed on 
Gray’s campaign finance reports. 

Instead, the reports show that 
the people who distributed the cash 
were given thousands of dollars in 
“consulting fees” or payments for 
“polling/mailing lists.” 

The people who spoke to the AP 
said they were not paid consultants 
and did not do any polling or pro- 
vide any mailing lists. They said 
the amounts noted on the finance 
reports matched the money they 
were given for miscellaneous cam- 
paign expenses. 

It’s not clear whether the cam- 
paign hid the payments inten- 
tionally or was just sloppy with its 
bookkeeping. 

But the reports make it impos- 
sible to know how much the Gray 
campaign spent on poll workers — 
or how often it exceeded the limit 
for cash expenditures. The three 
operatives who paid the poll work- 
ers said they were unaware of the

will be pulled somewhere around 
160 innings, just as it was last year 
for TJ-comeback teammate Jordan 
Zimmermann, whose season ended 
when he hit I6l 1/3 on Aug. 28.

Gener- 
al manager Mike Rizzo figures this 
young roster is poised to be a con- 
tender for years to come, so there’s 
no use risking a talent like Stras- 
burg by pushing him too hard with 
a freshly reconstructed elbow.

That hot corridor, which 
runs between Logan Circle and U Street, 
is about to get even hotter, with at least six 
apartment or condo buildings opening in 
the next couple of months. “By the end of 
this year, that neighborhood wiU be teeming 
with new residents,” she says.

If You Want Space 

Brightwood: If it’s space you want, 
it’s much easier to find it outside 
of the Hill or Adams Morgan. 

That’s how A.C. Valdez, 28, 
ended up in Brightwood, a 
neighborhood north of Petworth. 
Valdez was living in Columbia 
Heights but wanted a cheaper space 
to share with his fiancee. 

Valdez, a radio producer and 
musician, was also looking for a 
quieter space to work. “In Columbia 
Heights, I could never find any quiet 
time to record, even in the middle 
of the day,” he says. “People were 
always playing really loud music.” 

Brightwood doesn’t have much 
in the way of commercial spaces, 
which means Valdez can work in 
his one-bedroom in peace. 

“I kind of appreciate the 
residential quality,” he says. 


Still, he misses the eateries and 
stores in Columbia Heights. 

“It’s a trade-off,” he says. “The 
reason people were blasting music is 
the same reason I could walk down 
the street and see the people I know: 
People go there to hang out.”

Southwest: It maybe true that the 
three most important things in 
real estate are “location, location, 
location,” but that doesn’t mean 
you have to go with the usual 
places.

Shawn Colvin 


SINGER-SONGWRITER, GLOTHESHORSE 


In 1997, Shawn Colvin hit it big 
with her song “Sunny Came Home ” 
which told the tale of a tortured 
housewife driven to arson. While 
it might have seemed like an over- 
night success to some, Colvin had 
been performing around the world 
for more than 20 years, battling all 
kinds of demons along the way. Her 
new book, “Diamond in the Rough” 
($25, William Morrow), chronicles 
her journey from a music-obsessed 
child to a Grammy-winning artist. 
She’ll be at the Birchmere on July 
19 and 20 in support of her new 
album, “All Fall Down.” 

In the book, you say life started 
when you heard the Beatles. 

They were so great! My older broth- 
er wasn’t into rock and roll, so I 
hadn’t heard Elvis or the other pop- 
ular people of the time. I was not 


unlike several million teenage or 
pre-teenage girls who were com- 
pletely enamored of these guys. 
I was obsessed with them. They 
were so brand-new, and I had never 
heard anything like that. 

How did things change even 
more once you learned how to 
play the guitar? 

I always loved to sing. I sang in the 
choir; I sang along to all the records 
I had. But when I learned the gui- 
tar, I could accompany myself. I 
had something else to learn, and I 
was becoming enamored of acous- 
tic singer-songwriters. 

You’ve battled alcoholism, 
depression, anxiety, failed rela- 
tionships. How did those strug- 
gles impactyour songwriting? 

It took me a while to learn to write 


well and to write in my own voice. 
But I think, especially with the rela- 
tionships, that it was just great fod- 
der for my songs. It’s painful, and I 
wanted and needed to express my 
longing or my pain or my frustra- 
tion or my bafflement. Deep feel- 
ings impact what you want to write 
about, and oftentimes those deep 
feelings are troublesome.

What’s your favorite place to 
perform in the D.C. area? 

The Birchmere has been so good to 
me, and the audiences have consis- 
tently come out to hear me.

It’s very touching. Wolf Trap is also 
awesome — being there is a great 
feeling. But I have a lot of nostalgic 
affection for the Birchmere. 

You also have what you call a 
clothes fetish. Explain! 

My mother sewed for us, then I 
learned how to sew. I love fabric— 
the different weaves, the different 
weights and the prints. I love the 
sculpture of clothing. Unfortunate- 
ly, this is my cross to bear: I appre- 
ciate a well-made, well-designed 
garment, and they’re not cheap. 
To me, it’s art. 

Has your teenage daughter had 
any influence on what you wear? 

It’s kind of the opposite. She likes 
the way I dress and borrows things 
from me, and she lets me style her 
from time to time. She’s too young. 
I can’t wear her cutoffs and Con- 
verse.

She took a pic- 
ture of a person with a book (she doesn’t 
remember which one) on the train one day. 
Her friends encouraged her to start collect- 
ing photos of people reading underground. 
Now she gets regular missives from those 
who read her blog, sharing their reactions. 


“There’s something so beautiful about peo- 
ple that they feel the need to share their 
response," she says. “The next time a song 
or something moves me, I want to write to 
the author." 

Why is it awesome? It combines the voy- 
euristic appeal of a street-photography blog 
with the warm fuzzies that accompany see- 
ing strangers reading the books you love. 

Who should avoid it? Anyone who doesn’t 
read or who would judge others’ reading 
material. “It’s not for lack of opportunity that 
I haven’t posted anyone reading ‘Fifty Shades 
of Grey,”’ Ben-HaTm says. “I just don’t want 
to include it because I know that the second I 
post it, it’ll be pounced on as a joke, and I don’t 
want to do that to my subject."

Far from being disre- 
spectful of classic literature, Wilbur’s new 
titles make the books more accessible. “Oedi- 
pus the King" is way more intimidating than 
“How I Met Your Mother." 

Who should avoid it? People who are going 
to use the new titles as cheat sheets for not 
reading the books. Wilbur’s book, “How Not to 
Read: Harnessing the Power of a Literature- 
Free Life," out in September, addresses that.

Only one major release is coming to 
theaters near you this week: “Ice Age: 
Continental Drift." There are plenty 
of decent leftovers still playing at the 
multiplex, but if you insist on seeing 
something shiny and new, you can 
actually stay at home this time. 

The documentary 
“Ballplayer: Pelotero,"

Same-day VOD or iTunes releases 
are a great way for independent 
filmmakers to get their work out to a 
segment of movie fans who realize 
that going to the theater can be a 
pain in the butt (and that the popcorn 
is better and cheaper at home).

“Ballplayer" — the engaging story 
doesn't depend on a big screen to 
make its point, and the film wasn't 
shot using any particularly fancy 
equipment. 

The strength of “Ballplayer" lies 
in the two young players it follows 
and the questions it raises about the 
inherent unfairness of a system that 
promises riches to a very few while 
demanding that many sacrifice nearly 
everything.

Cooler Than 
Being Cool 


The newest ‘Ice Age' 
freshens up the series 
by embracing silliness 

Film Review 

Five minutes into “Ice Age: Conti- 
nental Drift,” kindhearted but acci- 
dent-prone Sid the Sloth (voice of 
John Leguizamo) riffs a joke that 
sums up the franchise. He’s tell- 
ing a new character how he and his 
glacial mates fought dinosaurs in 
the previous installment, summa- 
rizing, “It didn’t make sense, but it 
sure was exciting.” 

No truer phrase has ever been 
said about this lucrative series. Logic 
may be extinct, but, boy, do these 
movies whiz by like ice cubes zip- 
ping across a linoleum floor. 

Much like “Madagascar 3: 


Europe’s Most Wanted,” the fourth 
“Ice Age” freshens up the 10 -year- 
old franchise by shunning easy 
pop-culture jokes and embracing 
its weird side. Critics are quick to 
praise Pixar for pioneering new 
territory with the feminist spirit of 
“Brave.” But their creative rivals at 
DreamWorks and 20th Century Fox 
should be similarly championed for 
thinking outside the box with their 
established franchises, particularly 
when such abstract thought works 
as well as it does here. 

“Continental Drift” doesn’t con- 
tain anything as zeitgeist-defining 
as “Madagascar’s” catchy earworm 


“Afro Circus.” But it does sling an 
assembly line ofhead-scratchingly 
strange and consistently funny jokes 
at its audience as it rockets along. 
Monkey pirates? Check. A lost con- 
tinent made up entirely of acorns? 
Check. A thrilling action sequence 
set in the belly of a whale that dares 
to mimic Walt Disney’s 1940 classic 
“Pinocchio”? Sure, why not. 

Previous “Ice Age” installments 
drew inspiration from our planet’s 
climate changes, and “Continental 
Drift” is no different. Here, fissures 
caused by volcanic fault lines sepa- 
rate franchise regulars Sid, Diego 
(Denis Leary) and Manny (Ray

“The Dark Knight Rises” prob- 
ably has the best chance ever for a 
superhero film to rise into the best- 
picture mix at February’s Oscars. 
The film is the last in a celebrat- 
ed trilogy that elevated comic-

“Look, the idea, the fact that 
people have talked about ‘The Dark 
Knight’ as being a key reason why 
the academy changed their rules 
and expanded the field is just a 
huge honor for the film, in a weird 
way,” Nolan says. 

Opening next week, “The Dark 
Knight Rises” is gorgeous, sharply 
written and briskly paced despite 
an epic running time approaching 
three hours. The characters have 
depth and pathos, and the drama 
feels far richer than the usual hero- 
saving-the-world saga. The action 
reflects our own hard times as a 
masked terrorist lays siege to the 
masses in a sort of perverse Occupy 
Gotham City movement that pits the 
comic-book world’s 99 percenters 
against the rich and rapacious.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN: VAMPIRE HUNT- 
ER (R, 105 minutes) As much of a mixed 
bag as its portmanteau title suggests, 
this film is both terribly silly and a lot 
of fun. According to the film, Lincoln’s 
motive of vengeance evolves from the 
personal (a vampire has killed his mom) 
to the political when he realizes that the 
institution of slavery was created asa way 
to feed white Southern vampires, result- 
ing in the Civil War.

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN (PG 13, 
138 minutes) “The Amazing Spider-Man" 
has been billed as a reboot of the “Spider- 
Man" franchise. The not-so-great news 
is that by “reboot," the studio means 


taking audiences once again through 
every step of Peter’s transformation, 
including the fateful mutant spider bite, 
an equally pivotal incident involving his 
beloved uncle and those first wobbly 
forays discovering hissuperhuman pow- 
ers.

While fans of the 
Tobey Maguire Spider-Man movies may 
find themselves wondering whether they 
really need such an exhaustive refresher, 
they’ll also no doubt accept Andrew 
Garfield as the latest iteration of one of 
Marvel Comics’ most iconic figures, a.h. 
BRAVE (PG, 95 minutes) Declaring early 
in “Brave" that she will be nobody’s 
queen but her own, Merida, the flame- 
tressed Scottish princess at the heart 
of this she-ro’s quest, is completely on 
trend among a spate of revisionist fairy 
tales. After dispatching her suitors at an 
archery competition, Merida embarks 
on an adventure that pivots around the 
fractured relationship with her mom. As
